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CURRENT EVENTS 


Sto Albans, England 

The recent case in the Crown Court here horrified even the present age, 
the case of the 12 years old schoolboy who raped and killed a four year 
old girl. But a most interesting point was brought out in the defence: 
in his sex lessons at school the boy had been taught sex as purely an 
animal function, and he .lust wanted to' find out what it was really like . 

The magistrate questioned the boy, and the teaching seems to have been 
as described. 

There was some talk in the newpapers about the teacher and those 
responsible for the curriculum being reprimanded, but it all ended with 
the authorities stating that no action was contemplated. . . . 

However, there is little use in people having a burst of indignation 
over a case like this when they blind themselves to the fact that the 
Darwinian doctrine of the animal nature of man is that which is being 
put over in the schools. We have repeatedly hammered on this point, to 
the objecters to abortion and euthanasia and all the rest. With this 
teaching infecting society, the rest follows, as night follows day. 


London, The Daily Telegraph 

This newspaper is to be congratulated in setting a milestone in modern 
British journalism. It printed a half-page article (26/9/77) in which 
the writer H.G. Sendall, voiced his opinion that Evolution is all a hoax, 
and underlined the fact that so many distinguished scientists declare, it 
to be so.

Ireland 

Our Dublin eorrespondent, Miss Mary Kennedy, has been conducting a 
lively controversy on the Evolution question in the pages of the Irish 
Catholic ., and several other anti-Evolutionists have joined in. We would 
again emphasise that this excellent paper is the only one of the Catholic 
weeklies which gives space for the expression of the views of those opp¬ 
osed to Evolution, and it also gives occasional, reports on the activities 
of the American creationist scientists. 

In the Cork area there is now a lively activist against Evolution, 
and in another part of Ireland a gentleman conducts a vigorous campaign 
from his hospital bed. Enquiries from all parts of Ireland continue to 
c ome in. 

We cannot leave the Irish scene without mentioning a recent press 
report on a poll conducted by "Eire's government-supported Economic and 
Social Research Institute" (one of those mysterious bodies that have 
sprung up in modern times). Not only did they find that two-thirds 
supported contraception for the benefit of "the poor", but also, "to 
help the poor", "64 p.c. of those interviewed thought that too much money 
was spent on building new churches". 

Please note the vast stupidity - or calculated stupidity? - of the 
latter question. Was it not the vast programme of cathedral building 
in the Middle Ages which promoted the prosperity of that era, along with 
the high status of the artisan? Suppose the Catholic Church in Ireland 
were to start building 50 large new churches and each church, directly 
and indirectly, involved the labour of 600 men, It would mean that 
Ireland's unemployment total would immediately be halved, and this with¬ 
out incurring a vast usury-deht on the shoulders of posterity. But even 
the present programme of church building must cause employment for a few 
thousand workers. 

It seems that something so obviously beneficial as public works is to 
be assailed when the product is a church for the glory of God® Who are 
they who inspire these loaded questions, dripping with sympathy for "the 
poor"? It would not surprise us if senatorial figures of the Irish 
Humanist establishment were to be found as inspirers of this Institute. 

There has just arrived the intinerary of the forthcoming tour of 
Dr. Duane Gish, the American creationist scientist. Between Nov. 26th 
and Dec. 2nd he is scheduled to lecture at Queen's University, Coleraine 
and Galway. 


U.S.A. 

A warm commendation of Daylight has been received from the Rev. Editor 
of the authoritative Immaculata magazine, along with request for future 
issues of the newsletter. We thank the Rev. Editor for his kind words. 
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The American creationist scientists continue with their debates on 
the American campuses. On the ISatholic side Paula Haigh of the Catholic 
Creation Newsletter is unceasing in her erudite effort.

THE DOCTRINE OF THE TRIUNE GOD 


All true Christians believe in God the Father, God the Son and God 
the Holy Spirit - and that these three, though distinct from one point of 
view, constitute only one God. 

Many of course have scoffed at this belief that God is One and at the 
same time three Persons. It is contrary to established and unalterable 
mathematical principles, they say, for Christians to maintain that I plus 
I plus I equal I, rather than three. It is unscientific and foolish, they 
are agreed, that the God of the universe (even though they should grant 
for the moment that He might be a real personality) could be both One and 
three personalities at the same time. Therefore it follows for them that 
Jesus was not God in the biblical sense at all. 

However, the Doctrine of the Trinity is not only sound mathematically 
but is reflected in all true science in such a wonderful way that the 
assumed fact of an eternally existing triune God is an inductive necess¬ 
ity before the universe, as science knows it today, can be explained at 

all. 

Now consider the physical universe, which logically should reflect 
in a very intimate way its Creator. 

All knowable things in this universe may be classified under the heads 
of SPACE, MATTER and TIME. 

Now space, as far as we can comprehend it, consists of exactly three 
dimensions, each equally important and absolutely essential. There would 
be no space, no reality, if there were only two dimensions. Three distinct 
dimensions exist, yet each comprises the whole of space. Yet there is 
just one space. Note that to get the cubical contents of any certain 
confined space, one does not add the length and breadth and width, but 
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rather multiplies them together. Analogically, the mathematics of the 
Trinity is not one plus one* but one multiplied by one multiplied by one 
equals one. 

The analogy is even more striking in matter. 

The new physics has come to regard matter more and more as “‘simply * 1 
tremendous ENERGY in motion. Depending on the rates and types of motion, 
there are then various phenomena presented to our senses - sound, colour, 
heat, texture, hardness etc. ENERGY is the unseen source manifesting 
itself in motion and thus producing phenomena . 

Matter involves these three phases and no others that cannot 
rightly be included in one of these. 

Each is distinct, yet each involves the whole of matter, and none 
of the three can exist by itself without the other two. ENERGY is first 
in a logical casual order, but not in order of importance or precedence. 
MOTION which embodies, reveals, and is begotten of energy is the second. 
Phenomena proceed from motion and comprise the ways in which motion 
itself touches and affects men, even as the Holy Spirit reveals the Son, 
and through Him the Father, to men. 

Finally, the last of the triad, TIME, is one entity but consists of 
the future, the present and the past. Each contains the WHOLE of TIME, 
yet is distinct and, further, cannot exist without the other two. The 
future is the unseen source of time, and is embodied and made real moment 
by moment, in the present. The past then proceeds from the present 
becoming invisible again, yet continually influencing us with regard to 
the present and even to some extent, the future. 

Furthermore, the three basic entities unite to form the SPACE-MASS¬ 
TIME - continuum which constitutes the physical cosmos itself. SPACE 
is the invisible omnipresent background, manifest everywhere in MATTER, 
(or, more generally, ENERGY) interpreted and experienced through TIME. 
Thus the physical universe is actually A TRINITY OF TRINITIES, a TRIUN¬ 
IVERSE IN THE FULLEST SENSE. 

And this same remarkable phenomenon can be seen in the realm of human 
life as well. The Bible says that man was created IN THE IMAGE OF GOD, 
so this should be expected. 

Notice that each individual is a person who can be physically obser¬ 
ved and described. But, back of that person is his NATURE, which is un¬ 
seen and yet is the source of all that the person embodied. But that 
person, and through the person his nature, is known to other men only 
through his personality, which is intangible and unseen, yet the means by 
which the person touches the lives of others. So human life consists of 
three things - NATURE, PERSON and PERSONALITY, and no others. Although 
they are equally important and equally the whole man, yet they always 
exist in the above logical order. None of the three can exist without 
the other two. The NATURE is the source, revealed and embodied in the 
PERSON. The PERSONALITY PROCEEDS FROM THE PERSON. It is invisible but 
is felt by, and has influence on, the lives of others in regard to the 
PERSON. Thus man is in minute detail a final reflection of GOD Who made 
him in His Own Image. 

It is true that man has marred even this finite reflection, but 
nevertheless man still reflects the image of God in an even more signif¬ 
icant way than does the pfeysicai world. 
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This same triunity seems to pervade everything in life. Every moral 
action of man consists of: first the MOTIVE; second the A&T; third the 
CONSEQUENCES. 

The same relations apply among these as among triunities we have 
already mentioned. Similarly, all forms of thought or reason proceed 
logically from the universal to the particular thing to that thing as 
related to other things. 

This triunity of source, manifestation and meaning he further noted 
in many other areas of the world and life. But even this brief observ¬ 
ation should suffice to indicate something of the basic system of 
THREE-IN-ONENESS PERVADING THE WHOLE OF CREATION. 

While these facts cannot be held to PROVE that the Creator of the 
universe and of life is a triune being, it should be obvious that such 
a cause would be eminently adequate to account for all these facts. 

It is certainly difficult, and perhaps impossible, to formulate any 
other hypothesis as satisfactory as this to account for the existence 
of such universal triunity in nature. 

The Doctrine of the Trinity is not an unscientific aboriginal absurdity 
but an intensely scientific and tremendously important living reality . 

God was manifested and revealed by, and in, his Son who, as a man 
was Jesus Christ. There can be nothing more important for any individual 
than to become rightly related to the triuniverse and its triune God. 

This means unreserved acceptance of Christ, for ”In Him dwelleth all 
the fulness of the Godhead bodily”. (Col. 2:9).

THE CAVE AT EONTECHEVAVE 

After the exposures of Piltdown Man and Pekin Man it is time to have 
a rapid scan over the rest of the claimants, or once claimants, to 
immortality. 

Neanderthall Man 

This claimant was once the most prominent mem*)ertea- ■ 

Evolution Pantheon, i.e„, in the 19th century and the early part of the 
20th. But when complete skeletons were assembled it was noted that the 
bones had all the characteristics which distinguish man from apes. 
Marcellin Boule undertook a complete examination of the skull and pron¬ 
ounced its capacity as that of 1450 c.c., somewhat larger than that of 
the average of present day man. Neanderthall Man was a fully-fledged 
man, an inhabitant of the pre-Flood world. It is now only the more old- 
fashioned Evolutionists - such as the Catholic “experts”! - who still 
proclaim him as a “missing-link". (Boule & Valois, p. 247). 

Cro-Magnon Man 

Here is simply man as we know him, modern man. Cro-Magnon Man is 
inserted in the tables, after Neanderthall Man, to give the impression 
of the great continuity and ascension. It is quite a subtle sleight-of- 
hcjad - Piltdownism in reverse! 

Java Man 

Java Man was for a time a strongly fancied cSfhdidate - presumably its 
remote background gave it that touch of authenticity. Early in the 
present century some parts of ancient skulls were found in deposits there 
along with skulls of monkeys. Thereupon a Dr. Dubois, one of the disc¬ 
overers, announced to an international conference at the Hague that he 
had discovered a “missing-link". However, the scientists split into 
factions, half of them .declaring the proposed creature to be an absurdity* 
Then, to attempt to justify the claim, other excavators brought back 
fragments, of Skulls, which were “reconstructed" by Dr. Weidenrich - of 
Pekin fame-- as Robust Ape Man. ( Science of Today & The Problems of 
Genesis , O'Connell, ps. 139 - 142)7 Dr. W.R. Thompson in his preface to 
The Origin of Species declares this specimen to be another case of fraud. 

Australopithecus Africanus 

This is the title given to the various skulls discovered in Africa 
from 1925 on, and it is still, if he-sitatingly, quoted in some quarters. 
But Boule and Valois in Les Hommes Fossiles , p. 89, reject the claims for 
anything like a human skull' capacity, and Sir S. Zuckerman in Evolution 
as a Process gives it a detailed examination and declares it to be a 
member of "tEe ape family.- (vide Science of Today & The Problems of 
Genesis , ps. 146 - 147). 

The Cave of Fontechevade 

There have been discoveries of modern type skulls in layers far 
beneath where Evolution declares they should be, in Italy, in Germany, 
in England and in the U.S.A., surprising discoveries which are largely 
non-mentioned in the various Evolutionist works for popular consumption. 
The tale can well be epitomised in that of the Fontechevade Cave. 
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Various fossils had been unearthed in this cave in Prance over a period 
of years, but all corresponding to the usual Evolutionist pattern; in the 
top layers comparitively modern remains had been found; then, deeper down, 
the remains of Neanderthall Man. So far everything had been in accord 
with the accepted record* 

However, in 1947 a Mile. Henri-Martin decided to have the apparent 
limestone floor dug up, being convinced that it was not the original floor, 
but a layer of limestone deposited from the roof of the cave. Beneath this 
limestone floor there was unearthed no less than twenty feet of debris, 
containing the fossils of extinct animals and two human skulls of the modern 
type, that is, beneath the limestone floor above which lay the remains of 
Neanderthal! Matt, the declared ancestor of modern man,.

One could hardly add to the remarks of the two authors of the Palaeon¬ 
tologists 8 Bible, as their standard work is commonly referred to® And one 
can well end the account of Pontechevade with the remarks of Fr„ 0 8 Connell 
in his aforementioned work, p. 97, “.o®. while everyone has heafdcof Nean¬ 
derthal!' Man, and pictures supposed to represent him are displayed in the 
museums and inserted in the school books, comparitively few nave heard of 
Pontechevade Man. The reason is that the Pontechevade skulls provide a 
strong, if not unanswerable, argument against the theory of human evol¬ 
ution, and most of those who write on the origin of man at the present 
time are evolutionisits who are naturally reluctant; to give prominence 
to a discovery which disposes finally of all claim on behalf of Nean- 
derthall Man to represent a man in the process of evolution® M 

An admission 

Just as these words were being typed out there came to the writer's 
desk the report of some recent remarks in San Diego, California, of Dr. 
Richard Leakey, the discoverer of the reputed 2.8 million years old man. 

He said, M What we have discovered simply wip es out everything we have been 
told about human^ToIutiQ^^and^T^Havenothing to "oFferin^Tts^pT ace. b 
(Sy'e-wTtnass report"by Nr. Duane 'flash, “riprod^eTTn^aiH^i’c’’ Creadon 
Newsletter, April 1976). 

Thus, sooner or later the honest Evolutionist - Viaileton was one - 
finds himself face to face with inescapable facts® 

This rapid review of the main claimants to tne patriarchate of the 
race has been given, following the previous exposiares of the Piltdown 
forgery and the vanished skull of Pekin, precisely to demonstrate the true 
nature of the claims of the pseudo-science of the Evolutionists, Apart 
from the now acknowledged forgeries and hoaxes, the ,s missing-links 1 * are 
derived from pieces of a skull modelled by artists into models of a skull 
according to the Evolutionists 8 vision, and from the model of the skull 
the complete skeletons of the creatures are built up; whilst in the case 
of the notorious Nebraska Man the whole thing was built up from a pre- 
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historic tooth* It is the stupendous bluff that has been enacted that 
has led "tbs ordinary man never to dream that what he has been presented 
with is not science at all; that the scientists here have not been acting 
as scientists, but as protagonists of the view of the atheist universe, 

- it is a carefully nurtured idea that "the scientists" are beings without 
preconceived ideas and prejudices. 

Thus, the fa$t must be understood that there is a vein of dishonesty 
running through all the Evolutionist propaganda. And this is not the mere 
opinion of the present writer, to witness the verdict of Dr. W*R. Thompson, 
Director Commonwealth Institute of Biological Control, in his foreword 
to the Origin of Species, The success of Darwinism was accompanied by 
a decline in scientific integrity . 

But it is the "science" of the Skull Men itself that is the basic 
hoax, an elaborate stage presentation to divert attention from the fact 
that there is a constant evasion of the cardinal question - Where is 
Evolution here and now? From the beginning it has been pointed out that 
if Evolution be the universal law, moving all beings, it must be in 
operation today, that is, in a world full of animals bearing nascent 
organs, of animals becoming other animals, and apes becoming men. ?he 
tentative excuse, sometimes advanced, that Evolution is so infinitely 
slow, simply does not hold water, for if there were that in-the ape 
constitution constantly thrusting it on to become man, then, since the 
first "hominoid", a million years ago, there must have been other apes 
constantly stepping off the ascending staircase carrying them on into 
humanity* 

Constantly the opponents of Evolution have pointed out, from the 
beginning, that the Evolutionists determinedly refuse to answer the 
cardinal question - they studiously ignore it* It may be that all the 
Evolutionists are not consciously in bad faith; but initially they 
ignored the human reason to join in the flight from reality to a myth¬ 
ical explanation of the universe; and they are unwilling to have quest¬ 
ioned the premises of their science of the search of the myth* 

The matter of Evolution is not one of the skulls, but of the 
living bodies.
